“‘T stuck my neck out and took 
the first step, and I now find 
that others are quite willing to 
join me, ’’ says Jan Eakes about 
his controversial move to insti- 
tute more student involvement 
in the Far Western Conference, 

Fakes said both the University 
of California at Davis andthe Cal 
State at Hayward student govern- 
ments have indicated they will 
support his stand, 

He said because he was re- 
ceiving support from other 
schools he doubted that Sacra- 
mento State would be boycotted 
by the FWC, as has been suggest- 
ed by some. He said he wants to 
get resolutions from other 
schools demanding the con- 
ference give students at parti- 
cipating campuses more say in 
the governing of the conference. 

He said that he felt there 
would be such a statewide student 
movement. 

Eakes said last week that he 
had taken his proposa! to the 
student senate, but had not had 
an opportunity to talk with Dr. 
Robert Johns, president of Sacra- 
mento State. 

Eakes stated he had read in 
the newspapers that Dr. Johns 
doubted that Eakes was in a 
position to follow up on his pro- 
posa! for more student contro! 
in the FWC, and that such action 
should be left to faculty boards, 
Fakes said that his reaction to 
that statement was that if the 
student association refused to 
finance the faculty boards, *‘they 
would be out of luck

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because the ASSSC is a cor- 
poration, and because the Presi- 
dent is not a member of that 
corporation, he cannot by statute 
contro! ASSSC funds, Eakes said 
the school administration is re- 
quired to collect student funds 
and turn them over to the stu- 
dent association. Eakes said 
the only way that the president 
of the college or the adminis- 
tration can involve themselves 
with college funds is through 
contractual agreements. 

Fakes said that President 
Johns ‘‘is following in the tra- 
dition that the president of the 
college is a dictator.,.and if we 
get too far out of line, he can 
make us extinct.’’ 

Eakes indicated that he didn’t 
want to see Sacramento State 
pull out of the FWC, ‘I think 
it is better that we remain in 
the FWC and try to effect 
changes.’’He added that if the 
FWC were to boycott SSC, ‘‘we’d 
be in a he!luva fix - for a year. 
We'd have a few students and 
coaches upset with us.”’ He said 
it would be most probable that 
some schools would be put in the 
position of the students support- 
ing the stand of SSC and the 
administration and coaches push- 
ing for a boycott. 

The student body president 
said of the CCAA, a conference 
suggested by some as worthy of 
entrance should Sacramento State 
pull out of the FWC, that it was 
‘‘a bad conference because it’s 
too far away.’’

In several of your pastissues, 
including last I riday, your paper 
has carried attacks on me and 
my administration under the by- 
line ‘‘Conservative View,’’ Since 
other columns of your paper 
have not chosen to put these 
utterings into perspective, Iam 
using this letter to answer Miss 
Barham 

Miss Karham points out that 
there is noproviso inour bureau- 
cratic procedure for the 
president to influence next year’s 
budget, This is correct —just as 
it is correct that the budget 
process is designed to perpetuate 
the vested interests that have 
proliferated on this campus and 
provide very little room for 
critical re-evaluation of past 
programs — and just as it is 
correct that the budget process 
effectively stifles program 
imagination or creativity. IfMiss 
Barham had read the headline 
carried on my budget she would 
have seen that it was billed as 
the President’s Recommended 
Budget, Standard bureaucratic 
procedure or not, that is how I 
would recommend that we spend 
our money next year. ller quite 
violent reaction makes me 
wonder if I have not challenged 
some of her vested interests, 
From individuals outside the 
various vested interest areas | 
have received nothing but compli- 
ments regarding my budget re- 
commendations, 

Miss Barham ably points out 
that my administration has dis- 
turbed many people this year - 
that mj administration has not 
put its full energies into some 
of the traditional programs of 
student government, What Miss 
Barham fails to point out is that 
ms administration has establis! 


ed priorities on the basis of what 
we feel is of the most worth to 
the general students onthis cam- 
pus Some of these priorities 
carry our energies off the cam- 
pus and Miss Barham appears to 
fee! that these are wasted ener- 
gies, One of these projects is 
the creation of coordinated state - 
wide student action on State 
Legislation. There are over 600 
bills in the legislature this 
session that would directly affect 
Sacramento State College. We 
have sought and received the 
united strength of the student 
representation of the 180,000 
state college students and 
effectively protected the stu- 
dents’ interests in the legis- 
jature. I recommend that Miss 
Barham ask her Assemblymanor 
Senator what his opinion is of 
Sacramento State College’s 
student efforts in the state legis- 
lature, and its value to the 
average student. 

Other priorites have kept us 
busy with the internal organi- 
zation of this campus -working 
on such projects as eliminating 
the negative and damaging 
aspects of the educational system 
such as D and F in the grading 
system.

1 lo} moton, yrote que 
characterizations, and slapstick 
to contribute to the notion that 
this is all fun, and vet managed 
to yet is performers to come 
across as believable people, This 
is a hair-fine wire to tread 
properly, but the cast met the 
challenge and kept the ball 
bouncing for ‘The Inspector 
General'’s”’ entire length, 

The only letdown comes at 
the end; I think it is due primarily 
to a fault in the script, The whole 
of the act is devoted to exposition 
in which the Mayor (Paul Jones) 
and his cronies unravel! the hoax 
woven around them by Hlestakoy 
(Richard ay), a minor clerk 
from Saint Petersburg who dupes 
them all into thinking that he is 
the inspector-general -an im- 
portant government official sent 
to inspect the town’s civil service 
for evidence of incompetance and 
corruption, The problem is that 
the exposition is too detailed and 
drawn -out, The appearance of the 
real inspector-general inthe last 
seconds of the play falls ilat on 
its face, a terrific anticlimax, 


It reaily doesn’t matter, 
though, since there are two whole 
hours of preceding shinnanegans 
to make up for it 

Paul Jones, in the lead as the 
Mayor, is a proper mixture of 
chiseling corruption and buf- 
fonish incompetance, and he is 
well supported by Ed Martin, 
foger Hoopman, Noel Weathers, 
and Ralph Schmidt as various 
inefficient members of the civil 
service, and by Clint Cochran 
and Bob Hardison as two homo- 
sexua |! pub-dwellers whose 
clownings are one of the high- 
lights of the show, 

I must also lead inthe applause 
for Shara Lynn Kelsey as Anna, 


the Mayor’s incredibly obese 
wife. and Elaine /immerli as 
Marya, her bullied daughter, with 
one of the simplest yet most 
grotesque and disconcerting pos- 
tures in the show: arms held 
stiffly at the sides, head hunched 
down between the shoulders - 
oh my God, horrible! 

Richard Bay — successfully 
carries his part as the hoaxer, 
Hlestakov, through the duration 
of the show, including, most 
notably, a twenty-minute mono- 
logue in the second act which

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Guyana Poet Presents Works to Benefactor

Ken Omar Kumar's personal 
wheel of fortune is spinning again, 
Kumar Guyana poet stepped up 


the action and gave the fickle 
wheel another turn at the recent 
Cosmopolitan dinner April 20, 


when he presented the first copy 


of his just-published book of 
poems to Walter Christensen, 
city councilman and former 


Sacramento mayor. 

( istensen accepted the book 
of poems, entitled ‘‘Gems That 
Glitter In The Soul,’’ with smiles 
and thanks at the conclusion of 
the 8th annual! international 
Cosmopolitan Club dinner. 
Approximately 400 guests wit- 
nessed the presentation in ihe 
Sacramento State College cafe- 
teria, 

The poet has spent the last 
four years at SSC, Kumar, just 
25, has crowded those years with 
studies, travels, paintings and 
writing. He has published the 
oook of poems, written a three- 
act play, ‘‘Eclipse Over The 
Village,’" and is working on a 
novel, tentatively titled ‘‘Cold 
War, Thaw.”’ 

Ken, a pre-med student at 
SSC, came to the United States 
because he wanted to study medi- 
cine and to see democracy in 
action. He was advised that he 
would have a better chance to 
graduate from a university if he 
had attended a state college or 
university first. He applied to 
nine colleges and received six 
favorable replies. 

Several things influenced Ken 
to choose SSC over the other 
colleges; climate, a fine edu- 


cational system, and good state 
government, 
“In my opinion,’’ the pre-med 


poet stated, ‘‘California has one 
of the finest legislatures in the 
United States. And an outstanding 
educational system,”’ 

When hen arrived in Sacra- 
mento via PAA jet in February, 
1964, he was met at the airport 
by his host family, local business 
man Sterling Doughty and his 
wife, 

The Doughty family took 
Kumar on a whirlwind tour of 
Sacramento, introduced him to 
their friends and neighbors, and 
two days later were showing him 
Strawberry Lodge, snow and 
winter sports Kumar is very 
much at home on roller skates, 
but he says he is only a winter 
Sports spectator. 

The fifth of 13 children, Ken- 
neth Omar Ram Kumar was born 
February 13, 1943 inGeorgetown, 
the capital city of Guyana, Six 
brothers besides Ken Omar gave 
the sons a slight numerical edge 
in the family of 13 children. 

His father, Ram Kumar 
Jaigobin, is a businessman in 
Georgetown, Guyana, Guyana is 
a new country with a democratic 
system of government and a bi- 
camera! legislature. 

Ken Omar’s maternal grand- 
parents emigrated from Uttah 
Pradesh, India to Guyana, where 
Ken's mother, Iris Boodhram was 
born. 

Ken’s mother attended St. 
Mary’s Roman Catholic School 
and sang in the Indian Choir. 
She never forgot her school days 
or her teachers; when her fifth 
child was born, she named him 
Kenneth Ram Kumar, the Ken- 
neth in honor of her most 
respected teacher. 

Ken described his mother as 


a good housewife, and a busy 
one, supervising the needs of 
her husband and her 13 sons and 
daughters 

Ken said his religion is Hindo- 
Christian He added the Omar 
in his name because it was given 
to him by Moslem friends, Omar 
means harmony and tranquility 
in Sanskrit. 

He began to write poetry in 
high school, He did not become 
serious about poetry unti! he 
arrived at SSC, He thinks that 
ultimately he v''l turn to drama 
to give full expression to his 
thoughts. 

While he was attending Centra! 
High School, in both his junior 
and senior years, he won one 
of the most desirable spots on 
the scholastic ladder He made 
the debate team. It was a real 
status symbol, 

His parents provided for his 
first two years at SSC, cheer- 
fully. And they take great pride 
in his achievements. He is 
presently working as a house- 
painter to support himself, And 
he is doing less creative writing 
now, than he did in the two 
Subsidized years 

These days he is doing less 
writing, but he is doing more 
public speaking. He thinks the 
Cosmopolitan Clubisanexcellent 
bridge between the foreign stu- 
dents at SSC, their host families 
and the community as a whole 
Ken served three times as vice- 
president of the Cosmopolitan 
C lub. He has also been 
publicity chairman, And he was 
an agreeable master of cere- 
monies at the Cosmopolitan 
Ciub’s International Dinner 

His future plans call for him 


to complete his education at SSC, 
and continue his studies at the 
University. Then, once he has 
earned his M,D,, he will return 
to Guyana to pursue a joint career 
in medicine and politics. 

Ken Omar Ram Kumar is a 
pipe smoker who _— prefers 
aromatic tobaccos. Other per- 
sonal preferences include classi- 
cal music, opera, Camus, Ibsen, 
and Tagore, the lyric Indian poet. 

He is devoted to his family, 


but he has no immediate plans 
for marriage 
‘I don’t want to be tied down 


yet,’’ Ken said
